BCBC argues that 
council tax rise ‘will 
prioritise and protect 
those in most need’ 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council’s budget 
for 2018-19 has 
been approved, 
along with its 
Corporate Plan 
and Medium Term 
Financial Strategy 
for the 2018-2022 
period. 

Overall, the council 
will spend about 
£400m gross in 2018- 
19, including a net 
budget of £266m and a 
capital investment 
programme of £33.7m. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “Budget 
reductions of £6.1 m 
and a council tax 
increase of 4.5 per 
cent - the equivalent of 
an extra £1.16 a week 
on a Band D property 
which will account for 
£70m of the total 
budget - have also 
been agreed.” 

The 2018-19 budget 
includes £108m which 
will be spent on 
education and support 
for families, with £88m 
going directly to 
schools. 

The final elements of 
the Band A school 
modernisation 


programme will receive 
£21.5m to build new 
primary schools in 
Brynmenyn, Pencoed 
and the Garw Valley, 
and a further £23 m will 
be invested in the Band 
B programme which 
begins in 2018-19. 


Alongside a £3m 
investment in two all- 
new extra care homes 
at Ynysawdre and 
Maesteg for older and 
vulnerable people, 
more than £68m has 
been allocated for 
social services and 


wellbeing during 2018- 
19 as the council 
continues to change the 
ways in which it 
provides help and 
support.

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AM urges review 
on ambulance call 
waiting times 


REGIONAL AM Suzy Davies 
has pressed First Minister 
Carwyn Jones to review the 
questions asked by ambulance 
call handlers before they 
decide how to designate a call. 

Calls designated as ‘category red’ 
must meet an eight-minute target. Calls 
that are amber and green do not. 

Mrs Davies, a Conservative, pointed 
out that call handlers need to ask about 
what environment the patient is in who 
needs an ambulance. 

Speaking afterwards, she said: “If 
someone falls inside their own home 
where they can be kept comfortable 
and warm, I understand that priority 
may be given to more urgent calls. But 
if that elderly person falls outside and 
is lying in the cold and wet then that is 
a question that needs to be asked 
before a proper assessment can be 
made. 

“Obviously, someone left for hours 


in those conditions will deteriorate and 
could even be left in what becomes a 
life threatening situation. 

“I have asked for the current review 
of the amber call system underway to 
include questions about the 
environmental conditions surrounding 
the person who needs the ambulance. 

“I am not happy that elderly people 
are being left for hours because so 
many ambulances are stuck outside 
hospitals waiting to discharge patients 
because of bed shortages in the system. 
We have gone too far in removing the 
bridge which used to exist between 
acute hospitals beds and care at home. 
We have cut 30 per cent of our beds in 
the past 20 years - often from the small 
community and cottage hospitals - and 
it is simply too many. 

“But in the meantime, the health 
minister Vaughan Gething has pledged 
to look into my suggestion about 
asking the extra questions during the 
ambulance assessments.” JI

CARDIFF CROWN COURT ROUND-UP WITH AJ SICLUNA 

Suspended sentence 
for woman who set 
fire to her own home 


A FIRE raiser who deliberately 
started a blaze in her own 
home has been given ‘a last 
chance’ at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Susan Matthews (61) used a 
cigarette lighter to ignite curtains and 
caused considerable damage, said 
prosecutor Nigel Fryer. 

Judge Jeremy Jenkins told 
Matthews: “In my judgement, sending 
you into custody would do absolutely 
nothing. 

“It would make your already fragile 
mental state worse.” 

He warned her “This is the one and 
only chance you will have.” 

Matthews, of Oxford Street, 
Pontycymmer, had been found guilty 
of arson, being reckless as to whether 
life would be endangered. 

She was jailed for two years, the 
sentence suspended for two years, 
made subject to a rehabilitation order 
and ordered to attend a Thinking Skills 
Course. 

The court heard that she had set fire 
to the curtains and the blaze was 
eventually brought under control by 
firemen. She denied the offence and 
said that what occurred was an 
accident. 

Her counsel, Nicholas Gareth Jones, 
said: “It was a cry for help and I ask the 
court to deal with her on that basis.” 

He said that at the time, she was 


suffering from severe depression. She 
was unable to put the fire out and left 
the property. 

Most of the damage was caused by 
smoke and for some time the property 
was uninhabitable. 

There had been, he said, relationship 
difficulties. 

“It is an unusual case, in a way, and 
at the bottom end of cases of this 
kind.” 

A psychiatrist was of the opinion 
that she required help in the 
community rather than in hospital. 

“The probation service can work 
with her. She has tried to obtain 
accommodation out of the area and is 
anxious to start afresh.” 

The judge said she had been 
convicted unanimously. 

He said that when Matthews was 
spoken to at the scene, she admitted 
responsibility for the fire and said it 
had been an accident. 

“That was rejected by a prosecution 
expert and the jury.” 

He said it was obvious to him that 
she was suffering from a form of 
distress. 

The judge added that she had been 
under pressure because a former 
partner had approached her and caused 
her distress. 

The course he was taking, he said, 
was an exceptional one. 


Man warned after sexual 


assault conviction 


AN open cast miner 
carried out a sex 
attack on a woman 
in a cafe, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

Ivor Edwards (63) of 
Heather Close, Sam, had 


been found guilty of a 
charge of sexual assault 
at Cardiff Magistrates’ 
Court and had been 
committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

He was jailed for a 
year, the sentence 
suspended for two years. 


ordered to pay a £500 
fine plus costs of £250. 

The Recorder, Arthur J 
Philpotts, told him: “You 
won’t be as lucky again, 
don’t come back.” 

The court heard that 
on September 5 under a 
pretext, Edwards touched 
a woman on her leg, 
torso and breast in a cafe. 

Edwards denied that 
such behaviour took 
place. 

His barrister, Owen 
Williams, said: “He 
engineered the situation 
and I accept there must 
have been some 
planning. There was no 
grooming.” 

He said he went into 
the cafe and carried out 
the assault after having a 
conversation with the 
victim. 

“His best mitigation is 
his age and his previous 
good character.” 

He said Edwards had 
always worked hard at a 
site outside Ammanford. 
There were, he added, 
financial pressures on the 
family unit and he suffers 
from diabetes, blood 
pressure and a prostate 
problem. 

“An immediate prison 
sentence would have a 
profound effect on him 
and he is at low risk of 
reoffending.” 

The Recorder said: 
“You have very much 
lost your good character 
because you touched a 
woman sexually in a 
cafe.” 

She had been too 
scared to complain and 
the incident had affected 
her emotionally, causing 
her feelings of anger and 
disgust. 

“You pursued this 
matter to trial and you 
continued to deny it.”

told tthat the council is 
looking at all options 
including the provision 
of portaloos.

Rate increase for residents met 
with frustration by councillors 



RESIDENTS 
across Bridgend 
face an increase of 
4.5 per cent on 
their council tax 
this year. 

That follows on from 
an increase of 3.2 per 
cent last year. 

The budget, brought 
forward by the minority 
run Labour Cabinet, 
will see a household in 
a Council Tax Band D 
house paying out on 
average £1,669.87 over 
a year when including 
community council 
precepts. This is an 
increase of £80.95 per 
household on last year’s 
figures. 

While all Labour, 
Independent, and Plaid 
Cymru councillors in 
Bridgend voted for the 
increase, Welsh 
Conservatives were left 
as the only ones who 
refused to back the 
budget. 

Cllr Tom Giffard, 
Leader of the Welsh 
Conservative group on 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), said: “I 
understand that some 
might see abstaining as 
a way of letting this 
budget through. 

“However, Welsh 
Conservative 
councillors were clear 
that while the Labour 
administration had 
listened to our calls to 
protect local services, 
they have still failed in 
keeping rates down for 
residents. 

“Welsh 

Conservatives have 
called for public toilets 
to be kept open and for 
the burden of funding 
them to not simply be 
passed on to our 
community councils, 
something that Labour 
were planned on doing. 
However, to simply 
increase council tax 
instead is lazy.”

After last year’s cut 
to the schools budget, 
the Conservative 
council group also 
insisted on the budget 
being protected for this 
year, something that the 
budget has achieved. 

One of the reasons 
the Bridgend 
Conservative group 
refused to back the 
motion was over long 
running concerns about 
Bridgend’s bin 
collection contract. 

Cllr Carolyn Webster 
voiced her concerns: 
“At the start of this 
council term Welsh 
Conservative 
councillors called for 
the Scrutiny Committee 


to review the waste and 
recycling contract that 
the council had given to 
Kier. 

“The Labour cabinet 
has not yet allowed the 
un-redacted waste 
contract to be seen by 
any councillor so on 
that basis it would be 
irresponsible for any 
Conservative councillor 
to vote for their budget 
as none of us has any 
idea how public money 
is being spent.” 

She added “Despite 
the shambles of the Kier 
contract, residents have 
worked hard to make 
the new rubbish 
collection scheme work, 
yet they are rewarded 


with an increase in 
Council Tax by this 
Labour administration.” 

Suzy Davies AM 
welcomed the work that 
Welsh Conservatives 
had done in pushing for 
the waste contract to be 
scrutinised. 

“Welsh Government 
sets recycling and waste 
collection targets for 
local authorities to 
meet. However without 
being able to see the 
terms of the contract 
that BCBC has signed, 
we unable to see 
whether it is poor 
negotiating on behalf of 
the council or poor 
targets from Welsh 
Government that have 


led to the waste 
collection mess in 
Bridgend. 

“It is quite some time 
since I have had so 
many letters on one 
subject but it is clear 
that the bin collections 
in Bridgend are simply 
not working. 

“I welcome the work

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Pub to help local 
pupils ‘secure 
hospitality jobs’ 


A LOCAL pub is working with 
pupils at a nearby high school 
as part of a scheme to interest 
young people in ‘future proof’ 
hospitality careers. 

The Hay wain, on the Brackla estate, 
Bridgend has teamed up with 
Archbishop McGrath Catholic High 
School as part of an innovative new 
programme run by Ei Group, the UK’s 
largest pub company, and education 
enrichment organisation Stride. 

Called Pub Pros, the work readiness 
scheme for sixth formers aims to 
inform and inspire them about careers 
in pubs while building employability 
skills such as teamwork, leadership, 
assertiveness and critical thinking. 

Pupils attend five half-day in-school 
workshops, meet Haywain manager 
Mark Griffiths, then visit the 
Coychurch Road pub in June for a 
work experience taster day. 

The scheme coincides with the 
Department for Work and Pensions 
launching Hospitality Works, a month¬ 
long campaign promoting careers 
across the whole hospitality industry, 
and which has created more than 8,000 
work placements since its launch in 
2015. 

Alongside raising the profile of pub 
industry careers. Pub Pros gives 
publicans the chance to connect with 
local schools, engage with prospective 
future employees, and give something 
back to the local community. 

Mark said: “Working with a local 
school wasn’t something we’d have 
ever considered, until Ei Group and 
Stride came to us with the Pub Pros 
scheme. I think it’s a good idea, and 
will help promote longer-term job 
opportunities in pubs. Too many 
people see pub work as short-term, but 
there are actually plenty of career 
opportunities in this sector.” 

The work experience day at The 
Haywain will give pupils an 
understanding of the basics of running 
a pub business; develop skills and 
attributes needed for employment in 
the industry; and improve 
employability skills such as teamwork 
and communication. 


Stuart Earrow, assistant headteacher 
at Archbishop McGrath Catholic High 
School, said: “Pub Pros has been a 
novel addition to our sixth form 
programme, combining employability 
skills with a closer look at the 
hospitality industry. 

“Eve been impressed with how keen 
our students have been to attend these 
sessions, and it’s great to have the 
support of our local pub in getting our 
young people thinking about and ready 
for work.” 

Ei Group commercial director Paul 
Harbottle said: “Young people often 
overlook the pub sector as a potential 
employment opportunity, so together 
with Stride we’re going to try and 
change that through Pub Pros. 

“Pubs require enthusiastic, 
entrepreneurial and personable 
publicans, managers, bar staff and 
chefs if they’re to be successful, 
sustainable businesses, and continue to 
be a popular and integral part of British 
life, and, in many cases, important 
community hubs. 

“By linking some great Ei Group 
pubs with local schools, we’re giving 
pupils the opportunity to really explore 
the pub sector, meet people who run 
pubs, and get a taste of pubs as fun, 
exciting, demanding businesses. All of 
that, we hope, will inspire them to add 
our sector to their career choices.” 

Stride co-founder Nikki de Bruin 
added: “What really excites us most 
about this new programme is its ability 
to bring together businesses and young 
people in a meaningful way, a key 
success factor in helping future 
generations into successful working 
lives. 

Many businesses out there really 
want to help young people develop 
their employability skills and careers 
opportunities but don’t always have 
the resources to make this happen. 

“As we enter an age where robotics 
is having a big impact on what our 
future labour market will look like, the 
importance of core skills such as 
critical thinking, leadership, 
communication, curiosity and problem 
solving is undisputed.” AS 


Wheels in motion to 
extend cycle route 


WORK to extend 
the National Cycle 
Network Route 885 
into Bridgend town 
centre along 

Brewery Lane and 
Angel Street has 
begun in earnest. 

After being delayed 
due to the unforeseen 
requirement of diverting 
utilities company cables 
outside the Civic Offices, 
work has re-started and it 
is anticipated the scheme 
will be completed by the 
end of March. 

Once finished, the 
scheme will enable 
cyclists to safely ride into 
the town centre along 
Brewery Lane where the 
footway will be widened 
and new signage added. 

Higher railings will be 
installed along the 
Dunraven Place 

footbridge to make the 
route suitable for cyclists 
as well as pedestrians. 

On Angel Street, the 
loading bay in front of 
the Civic Offices will 
become a larger disabled 
parking bay, with the 
current on-street disabled 
parking bays being 
removed to help improve 
the traffic flow along the 


street, particularly for 
emergency service 
vehicles. 

To help create the off- 
street disabled parking 
bay, the flag poles in 
front of the Civic Offices 
are being moved to the 
Park Street end of the 
building. 

The riverside footway 
along Angel Street will 
also be widened and the 
railings by the Water 
Street Bridge raised for 
cycling safety, while the 
pelican crossing at the 
junction of Water Street 
and Angel Street will be 
converted to a toucan 
crossing suitable for 
cyclists. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
the council’s Cabinet 
Member for 

Communities, said: 
“Using funding from the 
Welsh Government’s 
Local Transport Eund 
programme, this work 
will complete a missing 


section of the national 
cycle network. These 
improvements will make 
it much easier to cycle 
into Bridgend town 
centre for work, onward 
travel, or to access the 
town centre’s shops, 
services and businesses.” 

Pedestrian diversion 
routes for staff and 
visitors to the council 
offices will be in place 
for the duration of the 
work and the disabled 
parking bays on Brewery 
Lane and Angel Street 
will also be temporarily 
suspended. Alternative 
disabled parking spaces 
are available in the Rhiw 
Car Park. 

Access to the Embassy 
car park and the Bargain 
Booze store on Brewery 
Lane will be maintained 
while the works are 
ongoing and both 
businesses will remain 
open as normal. AS

Row breaks out over 
council’s zero 
hours contracts 


REGIONAL AM Suzy Davies 
has accused Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s Labour 
leadership of hypocrisy after 
hearing that the council has 
almost 300 employees on zero 
hours contracts. 

However, BCBC have issued a 
strong response, insisting that their 
zero hours contracts do not exploit 
staff. 

Welsh Conservative Mrs Davies 
said: “Despite almost hysterical 
condemnation of businesses which 
operate with zero hours contracts by 
the party’s leader Jeremy Corbyn, it 
was quite a shock to discover that 
throughout Wales in councils 
controlled by Labour and Plaid Cymru, 
there are thousands of staff either on 
these contracts or classed as casuals 
with no guaranteed weekly hours. 

“Bridgend has 283 on zero hours 
contracts in the last year for which 
figures are available - 2016 to 2017. 
This is down from 328 the year before. 

“Assembly members from both 
these parties have vehemently 
denounced these contracts but, it 
appears, are content for councils that 
they control to use them. When I have 
raised it in the Chamber their outrage 
has evaporated, displaying their stance 
for the hypocrisy it is.” 

A BCBC spokesperson said: “The 
council ensures that its use of zero 
hours contracts is applied 


appropriately and the basis of the 
contractual terms, other than the matter 
of guaranteed hours, is exactly the 
same as all other types of contracts of 
employment whether they are full¬ 
time, part-time, permanent or 
temporary in nature. 

“The council’s use of zero hour 
contracts generally relates to people 
who undertake casual work in addition 
to their regular job - for example, a PE 
teacher who wants to act as a sports 
coach at weekends. 

“When applied correctly and fairly, 
zero hour contracts can be a flexible 
way for people to earn while balancing 
other commitments and 

responsibilities, and they offer 
taxpayers more value for money than 
having to pay an agency to provide 
staff. 

“Residents can be assured that the 
council remains a responsible 
employer, and that any use of zero hour 
contracts at the authority is strictly 
regulated and properly applied.” 

Suzy Davies said: “The UK 
Government has taken steps to prevent 
exploitation, banning exclusive hours 
contracts, and has commissioned an 
inquiry into employment practices in 
the modern economy. Zero hours 
contracts do have a part to play in a 
modern, flexible Labour market 
provided that abuses are outlawed.”

He played for local 
clubs Llandudno and 
Colwyn Bay, and 
appeared for 
Nottingham Forest as a 
youth. 

After RAF National 
Service in 1958, he 
went to Loughborough 
University where he 
studied teaching and 
starred for the first XI 
football team alongside 
a very young Bob 
Wilson of future 
Arsenal and Scotland 
fame. 

In the summer of 
1961, while combining 
his playing with

Les Eason was just 20 
when he joined the club 
in 1965. 

He said: “It was 
Terry that we younger 
players looked up too. 

“He would look after 
us and advise us as far 
as contracts were 
concerned and on the 
way the club was run 
generally. You could put 
your full trust in him. 

“If we all decided

was also responsible for 
the inspiring suffragette 
centenary exhibitions in 
libraries across the Vale 
over the past few 
weeks.

Chris Elmore calls 
for CCTV review 


MP FOR Ogmore 
Chris Elmore has 
asked the 
government to 
review its policy on 
CCTV usage on 
private properties 
after this issue was 
raised with him by 
a constituent. 

During Business of 
the House Questions, 
Mr Elmore asked 
Andrea Leadsom MP, 
Leader of the House of 
Commons if UK 
Government ministers 
could review the 
success of the 


Surveillance Camera 
Code of Practice. The 
code was originally 
published under David 
Cameron’s government 
in 2013. 

Speaking after the 
session, Mr Elmore said 
that he had a constituent 
who said he was being 
subjected to anti-social 
behaviour and 
harassment, and that the 
use of CCTV was a 
factor in this. 

He continued: We 
need to look at how 
successful the code has 
been in practice.” 

Mr Elmore 

continued: “The central 


role of my job is to 
raise issues which 
constituents come to me 
with. 

“I’m always happy to 
seek government action 
on these issues and I am 
going to pursue this 
case further.” 

The Surveillance 
Camera Code sets out 
12 guiding principles 
which are intended to 
strike a balance 
between protecting the 
public and upholding 
civil liberties. The 
success of the code 
remains unassessed five 
years after its 
introduction.

^Beware fake police officers^ 
WARN SOUTH WALES POLICE 


POLICE in South Wales are warning the 
public to be cautious and vigilant, after a 
number of people have reported being 
contacted someone claiming to be a police 
officer - who then uses an elaborate story 
in an attempt to get the victim to hand 
over significant amounts of money. 

This week alone. South Wales Police has received 
at least eight reports of calls of this nature being 
made to people in Cardiff, while similar reports 
have been made by residents in the Vale on an 
almost daily basis. 

In some of the instances, the victims were told 
their cards had been cloned or they had been a 
victim of fraud, and they were asked to provide their 
bank details. 

During other calls, the victims were told a family 
member had been arrested, while others were told to 
visit cashpoints and draw out thousands of pounds 
to hand over to a ‘courier’ who would collect the 
money from their home. 

In all of the cases, the person calling claimed to 
be a detective and was so convincing that some of 
those contacted handed over the money or bank

Council tax rise will 
‘prioritise and protect 
those in most need’

The council already spends 
around £4.5m of Welsh 
Government grant funding on 
public realm works, but has 
budgeted for an additional £19m 
to be invested in services such as 
maintaining highways, parks and 
open spaces, street cleansing, 
public transport and rights of 
way. 

In addition, £llm will be 
spent on the collection and 
disposal of the county borough’s 
waste, and £1.8m will be 
invested in regulatory services 
such as trading standards, 
environmental health, animal 
health, licensing for alcohol or 
taxis and other services designed 
to keep people safe. 

Capital investment will 
include £5m for the replacement 
and resurfacing of roads and 
pavements throughout the county 
borough, £2.5m on installing 
more efficient LED streetlights, 
and £L3m for making schools 
and other premises energy 
efficient and more economical to 
run. 

The council will invest 
£700,000 towards a new 
children’s residential care hub 
and a healthy living and 
wellbeing centre, £400,000 on 
road safety improvements, and 
£360,000 on extending 
cemeteries at Porthcawl and 
Cornelly. 

Council leader Huw David 
said: “The council’s budget, 
financial strategy and corporate 
plan have all been set within the 
context of UK economic and 


public expenditure strategies, 
Welsh Government priorities and 
legislative requirements. 

“They have also taken account 
of our extensive public 
consultation in which the 
majority of residents prioritised 
services for older and disabled 
people, schools, youth services 
and children’s social services, 
and favoured investment in 
schools, roads and regeneration. 

“These views and opinions 
have been incorporated into the 
budget for 2018-19, and we have 
once again set out to protect 
frontline services while 
delivering savings through 
various means. 

“These include continuing to 
reduce senior management posts, 
developing online services for 
areas like council tax and 
benefits, remodelling two 
residential homes for children, 
disposing of surplus properties 
and assets, undertaking further 
community asset transfers, 
relocating council staff and 
closing down some premises, 
and changing the way in which 
our back-office services are 
organised. 

“At the same time, we have 
been able to ensure that there 
will be a great deal of 
investment. Work on things like 
preserving the future of Maesteg 
Town Hall, renewed sea 
defences and the regeneration of 
Salt Lake in Porthcawl is 
ongoing, and we are continuing 
to support economic growth and 
prosperity through programmes 
such as the Valleys Taskforce 


and the Cardiff Capital Region 
City Deal. 

“While the budget includes a 
reluctant council tax increase 
that equates to an extra £1.16 a 
week on a Band D property, we 
have been able to avoid 
problems that have caused some 
areas to set a 10 per cent 
increase or cancel all investment 
spending entirely. 

“Ultimately, this is a budget 
that will protect and prioritise 
those who are in most need, 
deliver major investments for 
Bridgend county borough, and 
ensure that we will be able to 
meet the challenges of the year 
ahead.” 

Deputy leader Hywel 
Williams added: “Since the UK 
entered the age of austerity, it 
has become increasingly difficult 
for local authorities to offer 
many of the non-statutory 
services that people have 
commonly looked towards 
councils to provide. 

“We continue to recognise that 
there is an untapped resource of 
capacity, talent and ideas within 
the wider community, and we 
will be encouraging and working 
alongside local people to help 
them play a more active role as 
the council evolves and change 
its shape and scope. 

“This has been one of the 
most challenging budgets that 
the council has set to date, but I 
believe it will ensure that we are 
more than capable of meeting 
local needs in increasingly 
difficult circumstances.”

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SNOW BRINGS CHAOS 
- AND A FEW HEROES!

ON St David’s Day, 
March 1, a heavy 
snowstorm 
descended on Wales 
leading to days of 
disruption across 
the Vale and 
Bridgend. 

Schools were closed, 
transport services 
cancelled, villages cut 
off and vehicles stuck in 
snowdrifts. 

In fact, St Athan was 
a British Isles record- 
breaker with snowfall of 
51cm (20 inches). 

People were forced to 
abandon cars - a couple 
stuck in a lane at St 
Mary Church had to be 
rescued. 

Council staff worked 
around the clock, first to 
grit roads, and then, after 
the snow arrived, to 
clear them. In rural 
areas many routes were 
closed from Friday until 
early this week. 

In Sully, a gritting 
truck was completely 
submerged in snow. But 
the adversity brought out 
the best in people and 
there were many reports 


of people helping one 
another (see GEM letters 
page). 

Mr Jeff Baker 
commented: “My wife 
and I, who are in our 
70s, live in the village of 
Monknash and since 
Thursday we, like many 
others, were cut off by 
snowdrifts, some more 
than six feet deep. 

“A local farmer and 
his wife did attempt to 
reach us by tractor. 

They ended up walking 
a considerable distance 
to check on our welfare 
and we were very 
grateful.” 

On Monday Mr Baker 
was relieved to see two 
large diggers driven by 
farmers clearing snow so 
people would be able to 
receive an emergency 
response, if needed, or 
be able to attend an 
appointment. 

In Llantwit Major, the 
coastguard rescue team 
used a 4x4 vehicle to 
ferry people around and 
take a woman who had 
broken her arm to 
hospital.

Porthcawl used social 
media to build up a 
group of 4 X 4 owners 
who helped get essential 
workers to where they 
needed to be, and also to 
help out with any 
unexpected calls. It was 
co-ordinated by a retired 
police officer, Kerry 
Marlow. 

The extreme 
conditions took their toll 
on many vehicles - on 
Monday morning drivers 
on the Llantwit to 
Cowbridge road 
complained that a 
collapse in the road 


surface had led to 
damaged tyres and 
wheels. 

Early this week, 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) said that its 
social services 
department had 
confirmed that all 
homecare calls were 
going ahead as planned. 

By Tuesday, things 
across Bridgend and the 
Vale were getting back 
to normal. 

At 1pm on Tuesday, 
Five Mile Lane reopened 
and Llandow Recycling 


Centre re-opened too. 

Councils emphasised 
there was reduced access 
in rural areas and that if 
the normal collection 
day had not gone ahead 
as planned, to take 
rubbish or refuse back 
inside until the next 
scheduled day.

“We don’t want to be 
absorbed into a greater 
Cardiff council, and it’s 
not acceptable for 
Labour Ministers to try 
and force it through 
without local support.” 

In the past, there were 
suggestions that the Vale 
Council could either 
merge with Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
or become part of a 
Greater Cardiff Council.

CAVRA rescue three people 
in Cowbridge snowdrift 


A Civil Aid Voluntary Rescue 
Association team rescued three people 
last Friday who were stuck in a 
snowdrift at The Herberts on the 
outskirts of Cowbridge. 

CAVRA is a voluntary organisation, which 
provides assistance during severe weather 
conditions and had been called in by South Wales 
Police Control after the Fire Service couldn’t get 
there. 

The team, with three 4x4 vehicles, battled 
through horrendous conditions to get there. 

The road was blocked and a farmer gave 
permission to go across his land. 


The team tracked down the vehicle with three 
people in it. They had been there for 12 hours in 
freezing conditions. 

The people were extricated via the boot of the 
car. They were put in the CAVRA Landrover and 
given food and warm drinks. 

The people were taken to Cowbridge Fire 
Station where they had more drinks to warm them 
up. 

Two were then taken to home addresses in 
Cardiff, and the other was taken to A & E at 
University Hospital of Wales for medical attention. 

Cardiff & District RAYNET - an amateur radio 
emergency network organisation also helped in the 
rescue. .

G etting 

together 
round the 
table with a bottle 
of wine and 
breaking out a 
board game is a 
staple part of home

Night proposes, a

in comedy screenplays 
so they’re on sure 
footing here, working 
from Mark Perez’s 
script. 

If the set-up feels a 
little like a comedic 
take on The Game then 
you’d be right; 
however, the laughs lie 
in the fact that, up until 
a certain point, none of 
the players realise that 
this is anything but a 
game. 

It certainly doesn’t 
rip up the rule book, but 
it does provide a 
platform for the cast to 
do a decent job, and, 
more significantly, it’s a 
chance for Dale and 
Goldstein to show off 
their directing skills. 


They have a good 
handle on the comedic 
set-pieces, yet show far 
more ambition than 
your average comedy 
director - there are 
minor action sequences 
that impress while a 
Faberge egg chase-cum- 
American football game 
is stylishly done. 

As the story develops 
it certainly threatens to 
go off the rails, but their 
sure hand ensures that 
while the climax feels a 
tad lacklustre, it doesn’t 
impact on the 
enjoyment of the film as 
whole. 

Jason Bateman can 
do these kinds of 
comedies in his sleep 
(and watching Horrible 
Bosses 2 you think he 
has) but his game- 
loving character, and 
issues with his brother, 
give him a slightly 
different edge here, 
while Rachel McAdams 
gets to exercise her 
rarely-used funny bone, 
and delivers a pleasing 
turn alongside him. 

While their game¬ 
playing friends are 
thi^y sketched with 
sub-plots that don’t 
wholly hit the mark, it’s 
nice to see Sharon 
Horgan get an outing on 
the big screen, while 
Kyle Chandler and 
Jesse Plemons (as a 
divorcee policeman 
with a knack of being 
creepy) are very good 
value. 


The pacing is pretty 
good, however the 
film’s lurch into action 
film towards the end 
stretches credulity just a 
little bit too much and 
the whole notion of who 
is playing a game and 
who isn’t, while 
ambitious, does fall 
apart as the film speeds 
toward the end. 

But the direction of 
Daley and Goldstein 
(set to take on the 
seemingly poisonous 
chalice of the DC 
universe next with 
Flashpoint) takes this a 
step above many 
comedies of this ilk, 
and all in all makes for 
a satisfying and 
amusing way to spend 
100 minutes of your 
life. 

VERDICT: A 

worthwhile watch. 

Game Night isn’t a 
brave new spin on 
comedy, but it does 
offer a little more 
concept than you get 
with most, and the 
winning efforts of the 
cast, coupled with some 
great direction from 
John Francis Daley and 
Jonathan Goldstein, 
make this eminently 
watchable - in gaming 
terms. Game Night can 
pass Go! Enjoyable.

British Merchant 
Ships At War 
1939-1945 
REVIEWED 


THE author 

Bernard Edwards, 
who has settled in a 
tiny village in rural 
south Wales, 

pursued a sea-going 
career commanding 
ships trading 

worldwide for 
nearly 40 years. 

He is a prolific author 
and this, his latest, is a 
cracking read which 
brings home to the reader 
how much we in this 
country owe to the 
Merchant Navy. 

It tells the story of just 
some of those brave 
seamen, volunteers all, 
who manned the thin line 
of grey-painted ships that 
stretched from horizon to 
horizon, keeping 

Britain’s vital sea lanes 
open in the face of a 
determined and ruthless 
German and Japanese 
enemy. 

Some 2,535 British 
ocean-going merchant 
ships were sunk and, of 
the 185,000 men and 
women serving in the 
British Merchant Navy at 
the time, 36,749 
sacrificed their lives. A 
further 4,707 were 


wounded and more than 
5,000 ended up in 
prisoner of war camps. 

One of the ships sunk 
was The Winkleigh, a 
5,055-ton Cardiff tramp 
owned by WJ Tatem who 
- as Lord Glanely - was 
the leading racehorse 
owner before the war, 
and who was killed in a 
bombing raid at Weston 
Super-Mare. 

Using casebook 
examples this well 
researched book tells the 
inspiring story of those 
brave civilian volunteers 
who fought so gallantly 
to defend their ships and 
cargoes. 

Their casualty rate of 
25 per cent was second to 
only the RAF Bomber 
Command’s. 

The author says that 
even today, more than 70 
years since it all ended, 
this country is still 
heavily in their debt. One 
thing certain is that 
author Bernard Edwards 
has done them proud in 
the hardback book of 233 
pages published by Pen 
and Sword at £19.99. See

Author’s new book 
draws on his days 
as a young reporter 





David Simmonds. 

EVER wondered 
how those hot-shot 
TV reporters 

started their 

careers? 

A new book by 
Penarth author David 
Simmonds, a former 
BBC journalist himself, 
might shed some light on 
that subject - although 
David emphasises that 
most of the book is 
actually ‘fake news’. 

''Jake’s Progress is 
very much a work of 
fiction, although much of 
the setting and some of 
the situations Jake 
encounters come from 
my own days as a trainee 
reporter on weekly 
newspapers in the south 
Wales valleys in the early 
1970s”, he said. 

“The story is set in 
1986: Jake has just 
graduated from a Welsh 
university and is starting 
his first job on a small 



valleys newspaper, 
leaving behind the dying 
embers of a love affair in 
London. 

“He’s very keen and 
has some success early 
on, but things get a bit 
complicated when he 
gets involved with two 
would-be freedom 
fighters who are set on 
kidnapping the Lord 
Lieutenant of the county 
in a bid to demonstrate 
their commitment, and an 
embittered Minister 
whose plans for the same 
man are much more final. 

“Jake’s personal life 
gets sticky too when he 
becomes very attracted to 


a beautiful fellow 
reporter, and his soon-to- 
be ex falls for one of the 
freedom fighters. It all 
comes to an explosive 
climax - literally.” 

David describes Jake ’5 
Progress, which is on 
sale at Griffin Books on 
Windsor Road in Penarth 
town centre, as “a darkly 
comic tale of romance, 
revenge and reporting”. 

He added: “Most of 
my time on weekly 
papers wasn’t nearly as 
exciting as Jake’s, but I 
still remember that 
period of my life with 
great fondness.”

THE regional airline Flybe 
has announced that it has 
created more jobs at Cardiff 
Airport than originally 
planned. 

When Flybe opened its new base 
at Cardiff Airport with a 10-year 
agreement in June 2015, the forecast 
was that it would create 50 new jobs 
to support the two Embraer jets. 

In under three years, the airline 
now employs 62 staff at the airport 


and has created another 100 indirect 
jobs in ground handling and 
engineering support services there. 

This number will receive another 
boost at the end of March when a 
third aircraft arrives for the start of 
Flybe’s 2018 summer schedule, with 
an additional 22 Cardiff-based crew 
needed to support the airline’s 
expanded operation.

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Wales RL CEO 
shares his thoughts 
for the future... 


The Wales under-23 side returned from 
the Commonwealth Championships in 
Australia last week and Wales Rugby 
League CEO Chris Thair has discussed 
the legacy for the sport. 

He said: “Legacy is always a discussion point 
around any major sporting event and whilst there 
is no funding or an official legacy programme to 
the recent Rugby League Commonwealth 
Championships, the 20 players and staff from 
Wales who participated in this Nines tournament 
with distinction, have ensured the sport in Wales 
and globally has taken another positive step 
forward. 

“There will always be difficulty in getting a 
new team sport into the main Commonwealth 
Games due to the cost and logistical implications 
this would bring to the Games, however rugby 
league is now one step closer to doing so 
following the recent conclusion of the successful 
2018 Rugby League Commonwealth 
Championships in Australia. 

“If rugby league were to become part of the 
Commonwealth Games then this would bring 
huge benefits to the sports development across the 
globe, raising performance standards and 
participation rates due to increased investment by 
Sports Coucils. Especially for nations such as 
Wales who prioritise particular government and 
lottery funds to those sports in the games over 
those who aren't. 

“There are 70 participating nations in the 2018 
Commonwealth Games and whilst there is a good 
fit to first tier rugby league nations such as 
England, Australia and New Zealand there is also 
a strong overlap to those nations not at that stage 
of development such as Canada, Cook Islands, 

Eiji, India, Jamaica, Kenya, Northern Ireland, 
Nigeria, Pakistan, PNG, Samoa, Scotland, South 
Africa, Tonga and Wales. 

“Rugby League's global governing body, the 
Rugby League International Eederation (RLIE), 
asked the Commonwealth Games Eederation over 
five years ago how the sport could become part of 
the Commonwealth Games. In their response they 
offered no guarantees however the Eederation said 
rugby league must become a category 2 sport in 
order to be considered. It is currently category 3, 
and this status would be reviewed after the 2022 
Commonwealth Games. 

“In the meantime the Commonwealth Games 
Eederation asked the RLIE to do commit to two 
programmes of work. Eirstly, continue to establish 
and develop the sport in Commonwealth nations 
especially those in the Caribbean, Asia and Africa. 
Secondly and perhaps most importantly, commit 
to delivering a Commonwealth Championships 
around the Games themselves. 

“While officially recognised by the Eederation, 
these events would receive no financial or 
logistical support from them. This was a test to 
the sport to see how committed it was. 

“Thankfully the RLIE and its member nations 
such as Wales are committed. So far two fantastic 
events have been delivered in Glasgow 2014 and 
Gold Coast 2018, the latter having $150,000 
Australian dollars invested into the event by the 
RLIE, building upon the first men’s competition 
by adding two new competitions for women and 
disabled athletes. The hugely entertaining games 
streamed around the world and involving many 
partners have been a great success. 

“Next up will be Birmingham 2022, after 
which the Commonwealth Games Eederation will 
let know rugby league know its fate. The answer 
may be no however there can be doubt the sport 
had tried to do become part of the games and 
certainly moved a few steps forward into one day 
doing so. 

“If in 2022 or 2023 rugby league does get 
announced as being part of the 2026 
Commonwealth Games then all the players, staff, 
families, sponsors and partners who have

“Outside of the global legacy for the sport, we 
are also left with a much healthier sport in Wales.

“Lots of families and partners were there to 
pick up their loved ones, all of whom reported 
back they had a great time, much of which I could 
see when following their social media accounts.

“While nearly all the players were from South 
Wales, we purposely took staff from key 
constituents within the sport - north Wales, south 
Wales and a Super League club - engaging, 
developing and influencing these for the 
betterment of rugby league in Wales. 

“Those involved in the trip have developed as 
people and players. Retention rates are improved 
not only with these people but for those they 
inspire when they go back to their rugby league 
clubs. 

“Involvement in prestigious events and teams 
makes it easier to engage those touched in future 
opportunities. Be that becoming a new player, 
official, administrator, coach or sponsor, it will 
enable the game to grow in Wales.

Ultradistance 


New kit for Cogan Coronation 


race comes to 
Jenner Park 


SUNDAY, March 11, sees the 
return of ultradistance 
running to Jenner Park. 

Racing over such arduous distances 
pre-dates the modem Olympic Games 
and was very popular in the mid and 
late 19th century. In Wales too, many 
such races were held in Maindy 
Stadium, Cardiff, and the first sub-four 
hour 40 miles was achieved there in 
1967. 

The local equivalent at Barry was 
first held on the cinder track in 1986 
and was won by local athlete Mick 
McGeoch, who remains the race 
director today. 

After converting the track to a 
synthetic surface the following year, 
the Barry 40 has been held every year, 
and has earned its place as a cult event 
on the global ultra calendar. 

In the previous 31 editions no less 
than 61 world best performances have 
been set, and three Barry winners have 
gone on to win global titles - Carolyn 
Hunter-Rowe (1993), Simon Pride 
(1999) and Lizzy Hawker (2006). 

Last year an additional marathon 
event was added to the itinerary to give 
athletes a choice. The two races start 
simultaneously at 10am. 

The stand-out entry for this year is 
Steve Way of Bournemouth AC. Two 
years ago Steve made 3:54:52 appear 
effortlessly easy, and celebrated by 


taking his three dogs for a run on Barry 
Island beach before the race 
presentation. 

Last year Steve used the race as a 
springboard to the Comrades double 
marathon in South Africa, an event 
where he finished a brilliant ninth and 
was the first non-African to finish. 

A fascinating late entry for the 
marathon is that of Geoff Oliver. He is 
84! 

He has completed the 40 miles here 
on nine previous occasions, set 
multiple world bests en route, and his 
sole concession to age is the fact that 
he has found someone to drive him to 
the race from his home in 
Leicestershire. 

Of local interest is the entry of Lisa 
Cleary - a Barry girl, she joined the 
local club age 11 and Jenner Park is 
like her second home. This will be her 
29th marathon, but first time on the 
track. 

The great thing about ultradistance 
is that every athlete has a tale to tell - 
a special reason for competing, if you 
like. 

Nine athletes are scheduled to start 
the 40 miles, and eight the marathon. 
They come from every corner of the 
UK, plus France and the United States, 
such is the universal appeal of this race 

As ever, the race will start at 10am 
and admission is free.

Robert puts up good 
fight at UK Open 


BRIDGEND’S Robert Owen 
was blitzed 11-3 in the semi¬ 
finals of the Coral UK Open at 
Minehead. 

The 33-year-old from the Ogmore 
Valley was delighted to reach the last 
four of a major tournament for the first 
time, but then failed to hit his best form 
against Corey Cadby. 

The highly-rated young Australian, a 
former world youth champion who 
turned professional only in January, 
had knocked out another Welshman, 
Gerwyn Price, in the previous round, 
and took command against Owen from 
the start. 

He led 9-0 at one stage and a 
whitewash looked possible, only for 
the Welshman to win three of the last 
five legs to give the scoreline some 
respectability. 

Cadby went on to lose 11-7 to 
Scotland’s Gary Anderson in the final. 
This was Owen’s most successful 


tournament since turning professional 
in 2014, surpassing his effort in 
reaching the quarter-finals of the Dutch 
Open last September and earning him 
his biggest cheque - for £17,500. 

In reaching the semi-finals of only his 
second televised tournament, he beat 
Michael Burgoine 6-4, Jamie Lewis 
10-2, Nathan Rafferty 10-9, Ian White 
10-7 and former world champion John 
Part 10-3. 

The tournament was played in front of 
a restricted crowd because of safety 
fears brought on by the bad weather. 
Owen, known on the circuit as Stack 
Attack, will be disappointed not to 
have made more of an impression in 
front of the TV cameras against Cadby, 
but also pleased to have reached the 
last four of a major tournament for the 
first time. 

He will be hoping his performance will 
help kickstart a rise up the world 
rankings.
